These resolutions promise 11 the implementation 
of Arab plans, especially in the military and technical 
fields, including the commencement of work of a revo¬ 
lutionary character." 

In this connection the government of Israel reiterates 
its attitude on this subject as expressed by the Prime 
Minister in his statement to the Knesset on January 20, 
1964:- ’Israel will draw water from Lake Kinneret within 
the quantities allotted her in the Unified Plan.
